difficulties? Can men move mountains’? 
Are these indeed days of miracles? Brethren, 
it has been well said, “ These are days of 
miracles.” With -the Jewish nation before 
our eyes, we must believe in miracles. The 
Jewish people is all a miracle. What a

to the truth of God's Word, and to the divine

preacher of the Gospel, once gave me, when 
I asked what his feelings of astonishment 
were on finding his own Messiah in the cruci- | 
fied Nazarene. “I never found Him,” he 
replied earnestly, ‘I could never have found 
Him.” But he added, with emphasis, ‘ He 
found me.” 

We must remember, too, that a Jew's 
conversion means his complete alienation 
from all his nearest and dearest friends, who 
join in some cases in reading over him the 
“ Service for the Dead,"’ and treat him hence- 
forth as one dead to them and outcast for 
ever; and as it frequently involves serious 
pecuniary loss, as well as moral and social 
suffering, it should not surprise us that men | 
taking the step that incurs it. And then we 
ought to remember that for centuries every- 
thing has been done not to attract the Jews 
to Christianity, but to drive them from it. 
By unjust laws, oppressive exactions, bloody 
massacres, plundering of their gold to equip 
Crusaders to go and destroy their brethren 
in other lands, burnings and public mockeries 
and other remorseless cruelties which it makes 
one’s blood run cold to read of, so-called 
Christian nations have been hardening the -

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such oppression and barbarity we must not 
be surprised if it be found difficult to undo 
in « few short years that antagonism to the 
Gospel which centuries of cruel wrong have 
gone to create. 

Such wrongs are not soon forgotten. Their 
memory sinks into a nation’s heart, and des- 
cends with all its bitter heritage of hate from 
sire to son and from generation to generation. 

Things of long growth are of slow decay ; 


aod the inveterate evils of generations are 


not to be remedied within the hour-glass of 
single life. 

Can you expect that s people whose 
acquaintance with Christianity bas been 
largely made amidst the idolatries and 
superstitions of Romanism in Italy, the frivo- 
lity and unbelief of France, the agnosticism 
and infidel rationalism of Germany, the 
immoralities and flagrant inconsistencies of 
our own land, and who are now making their 


acquaintance with it in Austria and Russia, 


in the “anti-Semitic movement, as it is 
mildly called, but deserving to be denounced 
as anti-Christian and anti-human—can you 
expect a people who have had such vile 
phases and forms of Christianity so long 
thrust upon them to see the truth in all its 
divine clearness and beauty and to fall down

Some Jewish converts have not turned out 
well; but many Gentile converts have not 
turned out well.

TIDINGS OF REVIVAL AT HOME AND ABROAD. 


The reports from Evangelical Alliance centres 
at home and abroad—many of which are printed 
herewith, although lack of space forbids the 
inclusion of all—make it evident that the hearts 
of God’s people everywhere had been deeply 
stirred towards the close of 1904 by news of the
